13. (Withdrawn - currently amended) A method of controlling the release of a fragrance by 

incorporating 

the compositions of any one of claims 2, 4, 5, 6, 10, 11, or 124 -42, into clothing or textiles by 
spraying the composition onto the clothing or textiles or washing the clothing or textiles 
in a solution of the composition. 

14. (Withdrawn) A method according to claim 13, wherein the composition is sprayed onto the 

clothing or textiles. 

15. (Withdrawn) A method according to claim 13, wherein the composition is incorporated into 

the clothing or textiles via washing. 

16. (Previously presented) A composition according to any one of claims 2, 4, 5, or 6, wherein 

the composition is formulated for spraying onto the skin. 
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17. (Previously presented) A composition according to any one of claims 2, 4, 5, or 6, wherein 

the composition is formulated for rubbing onto the skin. 

18. (Withdrawn - currently amended) A method of controlling the release of a fragrance by 

applying the compositions of any one of claims 2, 4, 5, 6, 10, 11, or 124 -42, onto the skin 
or hair of a mammal. 

19. (Withdrawn) A method according to claim 16, wherein the mammal is a human. 

20. (Withdrawn) A method according to claim 16, wherein the mammal is a companion animal. 

21. (Previously presented) A composition according to any one of claims 2, 4, 5, 6, 10, 11, or 12,
